ScorrpaLg, May 5.—Aflairs in the coke
region are duily assuming more of the strike
eolor, and, drawing conclusions from the
conversation of labor leaders, a strike seems
almost certain. The organized men are
clamoring for o strike or an adjustmeat of
1be valley diflerences from all over the re-
gion. It seems that nothing short of a strike
will satisfy the cokers if the valley plant is
mot put in resumption. A convention of
the eckers will be held shortly to take action
on the sitnation.

A labor leader stated to-night that it
was only by conservative action on the
part of the leaders that the order fora zen-
eral shut-down was prevented st the last
conveution, sud should a convention now
be called the probable outoome wounld be the
declaration of o strike =zt all the works
This would involve 14,000 men.

A STRIKE PROEABLE.

Lasbor officials were in consultation all
day, and cammittees were sent to General
Mapager Lynch, but little of importance
wus gleaned irom them save that no settle
ment was reached, snd that a strike would
probably be pecessary. The origin of the
trouble that now threatens to ctiminate in
a strike, is esused by the H. C. Frick Coke
Company giving notice to Korfoot aod
Parker, of the Knights of Labor, a couple
of weeks sinee, toat the wagons of coal at
the valley mipes were not filled according
1o the agreement, and unless in the mean-
time they were filled better the plant would
be closed down indefinitely on Mav 3. The
plant was closed down, and the labor
officials intimate that it is n dicect violation
of the agreement, and that the miners em-
ployed at the wvalley are willing to make
affidavit that the wagons were properly
Billed.

The Master Workman said to-night:
“The men have placed this matterin my
bunds and are willing to abide by my de-
cision.  All 1 want is for the wen to obtain
jusmice at the bandsol the company. It
will bz definitely determined to-morrow
evening os to a strike.”

DIFFERENCES MAY XOT BE SETTLED.

Notices were sent out by the wvaliey
officinls to-dsy to all locals asking for ac-
tion in the case to-night, nod their Answers
will be received to-morrow morning. The
six days' notice will then be serveu om the

THE DAY IS COMING.

It Will be One of Eight Hours, g¢-
cording to Dr. Gladden’s View,

HIS COUNSEL TO WORKINGMER.

At Present Ask Only for Nine Hours and g
Half Holiday Saturday.

APPLAUDED 1IN HIS OWN CHURCH

Coruvmnus, O., May 5, —The sermon de-
livered by Dr. Washington Glsdden, of the
First Congregational Church, yesterday on
“May Day Labor Demonstration and Its
Lessons,” is exciting unusual eomment.
Dr. Gladden’s reputation as a writer on
social problems renders his words on the sub-
ject which he had chosen, of mnotable inter-
est, and many strangers were present to hear
him speak. During his sermon, the preacher
was frequently interrupted by applause.

Columbus, Dr. Gladden observed, took
no part in the Labor Day demonstration; noi
because Columbus workingmen do not en-
tertain views similar (o those urged by the
workingmen of other cities, where strikes
are frequent and imminent, but because, he
believes, Columbus citizens are more pros-
perous, more fortunale and the relations
with their employers are more plessant. He
could recall in his seven and 8 half years’
residence here but two amall strikes,
both of which were pleasantly adjusted,
the street railway employes and

the boxmakers, This condition is not the
result, he thinks, of a lack of intelligence,
but the Columbus workingmen are better
off and their employers more conservative.
The air is full of noises of labor troubles,
and the city that hears only through the
newspapers is fortunate, There is no diffi-
culty that cannot be settled within reason,
and no trouble was ever settled right with-
out regson. Neither side can afford to set-
tle by foree. Labor and capital are pari-
ners, and no arrangement can be perma-
:;.:h:‘ly maintained without the support of

THE DEMANDS REASONABLE.

Dr. Gladden congratulated labor, that the
demands of the workingmen on Labor Day
were moderate and reasonable, Ino the Old
World and in some places in the New na-
tionalism was declared to be the nim and
ohject, and this, he held, the laboring men
have & right to work for by peaceable meth-
ods; it must be considered and discussed,
and many philanthropic people and others
not luboring wen are seriously thinking
about it. A great denl can be said in its
favor. The horrible misgovernment of the
cities, the encroschm.ats of ecapital and
other ills are prepariog many minds for a
radical change. Men of intelligence and
wealth hoven’t time, and polities falls into
the hands of those who make a business of
politics. 'What wonder that thoughtlul
men are casting about for relief.

Speaking for himself, Dr. Gladden did
not think nationslism the remedy, but there
should be thorough and free discussion, and
the workingmen have as much right to have
this inscribed upon their banners as we to
bave inscribed protection, high license or
tariff reform. N’:ttioualistie sentiment was,
however, rather the exception last Thursday,
and the demands of the workingmen didn’t
reach this. What they desire most is the
reduction of the hours of labor to eight, and
this was nrged with so much reason that it
is evident the workingmen are learning to
be moderate,

LESS HOURS DOX’Y REDUCE PRODUCT.

Dr. Gladden does not believe in the argu-
ment that if the hours of labor are reduced
production is reduced snd wages conse-
gnuﬂlgﬁdmme, for the obvious reason that
it can be figured that a man could work 24
hours when production would stop alio.
gether., He wonid produce less in 24 hours
than in ten because of the inevitable ex-
haustion of mental forne.

There has been of late years a steady re-
duetion in working hours, until in Evgland
the average working day is nine aud s half
hours. The population has increased 50 per
cent, and production has increased 300 per
eent-—tenT t!:mu iaster :bsn the productive
power. e & ncrease of s is
2 15 a week, mmm hours mwt:g:ced
from 72 to 57. England is much more ad-
vanced, however, than France or Ger-
many.

It was insisted by some that prices must
rise if the hours of lavor were reduced ana
wages increased, but the statistics show that
the prices in all manufactured goods have
fallen an avernge ol 24 per cent. This means
thut the workingman works fewer hours and
gets more money, but be gets 24 per cent
more for his money than when he worked
more hours and got less pay. The number
of pérsons who can read and write has io-
creased 33 per cent faster than the inerease
in population. In 1850 1 in &7 of the
population of England was unable to read
und write; In 1885 there was only 1in 9; in
in 1850 1 in 18 was a puuper; in 1885 there
was but 1 in 46. The decrease in the use of
intoxicants has been only 14 cents a head
for the upper classes, who drink wine and
high priced beverages, but the beer drinkers
heve consumed on an average §1 12 less per
head. There is no country in the world
where the hoursof labor are so short, and
no conntry where the morals and intelli-
gence grade higher.

IMPROVEMENT IN ENGLAND,

This is not saying that it is better than
our country, but itis history that the im-

rovement has been wonderful. Short

ours have not done all this, but they have
done much. The reduction of hours and
increase in wages were fought by many,
among them John Bright. Another argu-
meant was that it must affect disastrously the
commervial interests of Great Britain, but
pow nobody believes this, for the reverse has
been proven. In this country production
has inereased with marvelous rapidity,
Wages have not increased so rapidly as in
England, for the reason that here t
started at a much higher point. A legisla-
tive sct reduced the bours of labor in the
factories of Massachusetts in 1860 to 10
hours and the result was soon felt in all the
adjoining States.

t would not be right to argue for are-
duction, Dr. Gladden held, it it erippled
production and enhanced prices. We are
bound to maintain unimpaired the condi-
tious of material welfare. There is no
room to doubt that a reduetion from ten to
five hours would be injurious, erippling
production, but how do we know that it
would not be unwize to reduce from ten to
eight hours? One argument against the re-
duction is that as a class the w an
might abuse the two hours more of leisure,
Dr. Gladden did not from personal
knowledge, but from report, that as & class
miners did not Emow how to use their
leisure, and there are other classes of whom
this ie true. It cannot be argued that the
reduotion wonld be advantageons to all.

LIBERETY A CURSE TO MANY.

Liberty isa curse to many. The redue-
tion would result in injury and self-degra-
dation to the few, but not to the majority.
Those who oppose the .grﬂpo!ition forret
that in many industries the workers are idle
{hree months in the year. BStatistics show
that in Massuchusetts one-third of the wage
workers are out of employment one-third of
the time, Thne cause of this is the great im-
provement in muhinur{'; the markets are
glutted. The leisure concentrated into
oune or two waiting spells, and it is fur more
dangerous than that to which the eight-hour
opposers object. Long idleness leads to
finuncial emburrassment, and besides, Satan
always finds some mischief for idle hands to
do, It would be a moral gain to distribute
this leisure over the yvar,

Allegheny Commitioes Grant Uncle Sam
What He Doesn’t Ask.

The Committees on Streets. and Sewers
and Wharves and Landings, of Allegheny,
met last night to take action on the resolu-
tion grantiog to the United Btates Govern-
ment a strip of ground for an abutment for
the Herr's Island dam. United States Dis-

the Board of Viewers,

A short discussion ensued, the sentiment
expressed being unfavorable to erantiog the
gronnd to the Government. Mr. Lyon

ing to say and the Government would have
absolute control.

Mr. Muehlbruenner moved that the reso-
lution be amended to grant the Jand to the
Government for $1, vroviding the Govera-
ment would erect a movable dam. The ob-
jeet was to prevent any possible flooding of
the city above the dam by haviug wickets to

OUR JAVA COFFEE.

A Blight Threatens to Compel Us to Drink
Qur Last Cup Soon.
Chleago Herald.l

““Do you know,” said Blackall, the coffee
man, “that within a few years you will
drink the last cup of Java coffee? The
public does pot generally know that the
coffee planiations in Ceylon have been
stricken with a blight the last three—four—
years, which has been progressing throagh
the East, extending through the
islands of Java, Somatra and others, to
the extent that it threatens the tolal extine-
tion of coffea eunlture, especially in Java.
The estimated erop in Java last year was
190,000 piculs. A pieul weighs 133 pounds.
Five years ago this ecrop yielded 1,200,000
picnls, so you can imagine that if no mate-
rinl change for the better setsin it will be
but a short time when the world will find
‘Java' coffes but a reminiscence,

*“We get the other best coffecs from the
East India Islands and Arabis, and, of
course, in them we shall find to & certain
extent a substitute for the Java, There are
also some very fine eoffees grown throughout
Mexico, Guatemala, San Salvador, Costa
Rico, Bogota, Maracaibo, Porto Rico and
Venezuela. e bulk of the entire eoffee
product, however, comes from Brazil, which
has a peculiarity of its own. These coffees
are harsh and raok, as compared with the
milder kinds,”
